ican life. When you want to travel 
you give your baggage to the porter 
of your hotel and he gives you a check 
in return. At the station youireclaim 
it with the check and pasw it In at the 
counter and receive another checld "As 
you approach your destination another 
functionary conies along...5 the..;-train, 
token your check and gives you another 
check in its place. He fishes put your 
baggage and conveys it to:yovu£hotel— 
for a consideration. You have.1 left 
your third and last- check-at the office 
of the hotel when.; you 'enter%lt"; and 
thence it is delivered upon your receipt 
of.the baggage. 


At first you bless the arrangement 


as the salvation of the traveler. After 
,a-few weeks of it the tyranny of the" 
check becomes so gulling that yolTBe- 
gin to long for the good old English 
method of- ,dumping\down your goods 
in front of a porter arid' leaving them 
to find the way themselves. You would- 
even hail it as a personal triumph if 
some of your baggage would get lost. 
But it never does. Sometimes it ar- 
rives late, but it always arrives. 


Yet it seldom-arrives in the shape 


in which it started, if that is any con- 
solation. They who have to do with 
the baggage see to that. You will soon 
discover why Americans carry their 
goods in, ironclad trunks, and why it 
is madness for anybody to anything 
else. I started out, like an idiot, with 
a new leather portmanteau. 
They 


ripped the stout brass lock off the 
first week—not for plunder, apparent- 
ly, but simply because it is the tradi- 
tion _of the service. ---They punched it 
and kicked and danced on it. ' In soft- 
er'hours, when literary inspiration 
came, they wrote on. it. My portman- 
teau to-day is "an epitome of the politi- 
cal sentiment of! the -United ;States 
from New York to:San Francisco, 1 As 
a historical document it is beyond price, 
and I am contemplating the gift of lit 
to the library of congress at Washing- 
ton. As a portmanteau it has both 
feet in the grave. 


The system of checks is not confined 


to travelers' luggage. The conductor 
of the- train passes carelessly to and 
fro asking for your ticket and giving 
you a= check in return, .or asking for 
your check and returning your ticket. 
If "you hand your stick to a boy in 
a hotel while you' write your name in 
the register he dashes off to stow it 
away in some secret place and returns 
triumphant with a check.. In the very 
hotel bar,'when you buy seven pence 
ha-porth of whisky you get a check.—

TBE MONETARY COMMISSION. 


President McKiuley sent three com- 


missioners to Europe at an expense;to 
the people of $100,000 to get England 
and other nations to send delegates to 
an international monetary-convention; 
to discuss the question of remonetiz- 
ing silver. Near the close 6f;tbe special 
session of Congress he sent a message 
to Congress recommending 'the' pass- 
age of a bill to authorize the President 
to appoint a commission 'to -prepare a 
bill to place the monetary s'yetem of 
the "United States on a gold basis per: 
manently, and to appropriate .$100,000. 
to defray the expenses of the commis- 
sion. The Senate failed to pass" the 
bill, and Chairman Hanna, of the 
Indianapolis gold convention, and the 
agents of the European- money lenders 
in this country have undertaken to do 
what the Senate refused to do, though 
recommended "by the President. Mr. 
Hanna-has selected what. the gold 
papers are pleased to designate " a non- 
parjti8a,n.cpm,miS9ip.n^-totclrafta. billtpr. 
Congress- This commission consists 
of the following named persons: 


George F. Edmunds, 6x-Senator from 


Vermont; Charles S. JTairchilds, ex- 
Secretary of tho Treasury; Stewart 
Patterson of Philadelphia, who was 


• chairman of a local gold conference; J. 
W. Fries, the head of the great cotton 
industry that bears his name; T. G. 
Bush, president of the Mobile & Bir- 
mingham Railroad; George E. Leigh- 
ton of St. Louis, a :retii-ed manufac- 
turer; W. B. Deau of St.* Paul, whole- 
sale hardware merchant; E. S. Taylor 
of Fort \Vayne, lawyer; Louis Garnett 
of San -Francisco, capitalist; Professor 
L. J. Laughlin of the Chicago Uni- 
versity, a henchman of " Standard Oil" 
Rockefeller, and Shayvosant Fish of 
Now York, President of the Illinois 
Central Railroad. 


Six of these gentlemen are Republi- 


cans and five are Democrats in name, 
but all of them are gold men. The five 
Democrats, so-called, opposed Bryan in 
the laat campaign and moat likely 
voted direct forMcK.inloy,and are now 
classed as Democrats for deceptive 
purposes only.

Under the 
ice marine animals are not wanting. 


The rxplorers found an abundance of 


little crustaceans, whose discovery was 
the resulbolf an. a'ccident. ' 


One day ^lie cook sunk a piece of meat 


in a hole which he had cut in the ice 
with a >iew of thawing itont. This is 
a method often resorted to for the pur- 
pose of sparing the fuel. Forty-eight 
hours afterward, -while taking out the 
meat, the cook was astonished to find 
an immense number of little animals 
that dropped upon the surface of the ice 
and commenced to jump about like 
fleas. Nansen, who is a professor of 
zoology, had no trouble in recognizing- 
those little crustaceans, which may be 
seen jumping in the sand, and which 
are called sand fleas. He was delighted 
at the discovery, because the creatures 
are good to eat, although they contain 
but little nourishment. 


A few months later on, when in 78 or 


80 degrees north latitude, in. October, 
that is-to say, ut the beginning jof the 
long winter night, he flsheSS up in a lit- 
tle net with closed meshes a quantity of 
little crustaceans. This proves thatlife 
is by no means suspended under the^ 
ice; on the contrary, it is very active1/ 
In the mud of the bottom, wheretthe 
water is shallow, there are numerous 
starfish, mollusks, worms, sponges, and 
several species of Crustacea.
